But, George emphasized, with 
the m ilitary situation as it now is, 
congress cannot undertake to en­ 
act a general law revising taxes 
downward for the reconversion pe­ 
riod.

SCOTT FIELD. III.—W hen Mrs. 
Housewife becomes desperate over 
a shortage of ration points and the 
work of feeding a large family, 
she m ight take some consolation 
trom the fact th a t she doesn’t 
have to m anage the world's largest 
mess hall at Scott Field, IU., where 
radio com m unications are taught 
Air 
Force 
m em bers 
for 
Uncle 
Sam ’s A rm y plane crews. 
Because if she did. she would 
have to figure her week's menu 
som ething like this: 
8even tons of m eat and fowl, IO 
tons of potatoes, 19.724 pints of 
milk, nearly nine tons of grain 
products and some 
12 tons of 
vegetables. 
Add to this 1,312 pounds of but­ 
ter, nearly four tons of sugar and 
syrup, five tons of citrus fruits and 
tom atoes and more than a ton and 
a half of eggs and the ingredients 
are on hand for carrying out the 
serious business of feeding our 
service men prom ptly and weU for 
only one week. 
Those items, including a few 
more tons of other foods, actually 
were the am ounts used a t this 
huge mess haU for a recent week. 
Although we do not know for 
sure just w hat Russia and Ger­ 
m any are using, so far as United 
S tates 
A rm y 
officers 
are 
con­ 
cerned, the mess hall a t Scott 
Field is the No. I baby of the 
United States. 
There are only two other mess 
halls in the country th a t approach 
it in size, one a t C hanute Field, 
111., and the other a t a California 
camp. 
H ere in this huge mesa hall, for 
example, 1,500 men can be seated 
at one tim e and the building and 
its facilities have a feeding capa­ 
city of 6,000 men per hour. 
A t one tim e, 9.000 men actually 
were served In slightly less than 
an hour and a half, although it 
never has been called upon to hit 
the 12,000 m ark within a two-hour 


period. 
If it were, the men in 
charge Insist, they would take it 
in th eir stride. 
The facilities of this huge, brick 
building, 325 feet long and 144*4 
feet wide, are the m ost m odem 
and up-to-date equipm ent the gov­ 
ernm ent can obtain. 
Most of its stoves are heated by 
oil and in one end is a butchering 
room th a t puts m ost of our big­ 
gest m eat m arkets to shame. C ar­ 
loads of slaughtered anim als a r­ 
rive

butchering room when experienced 
butchers, tau g h t the art in classes 
conducted a t the field, carve the 
car* asses Into m eat for the table 
with a minimum of waste. 
The building h as w hat is known

Two Busiest Hours 
A rapid system of serving huge 
num bers of men is necessary a t 
Scott Field because of the large 
num ber of classes th a t are dis­ 
missed s t the sam e tim e and re­ 
sume 
schedules 
sim ultaneously. 
The men are fed cafeteria style 
and the hours 
between l l a. rn. 
and I p. rn. are the busiest—just 


returning about 2 a. rn. and w ork­ 
ing until I p. m. 
There are four 
supervisory 
personnel, 
a 
clerk, 
stew ard, garbage supervisor, store­ 
room chief and vegetable super­ 
visor. 
To handle the large m inibar of 
men using the mess hall during 
rush hours, there are six section 
leaders, one for each section, and 
six dining room orderlies who are 
in charge of the mess attendants, 
m ore com m only known to the GI 
as “kitchen police," the fam ous 
K P —who are assigned to the v ari­ 
ous dining room sections. 
A total of HO K Ps are assigned

It is a small mass of nerve eeils 
lying over the carotid artery in the 
neck, it is an insignificant aet of 
nerve cells and nobody paid much 
attention to it for a long time, but 
of late it has been found that it 
sends connections to the heart, to 
the nerves of blood vessels all over 
ti e body, to nerve* that have to do 
with the heart rate, the blood pres­ 
sure and the circulation of the 
blood in the brain.

A Recent Theory 
A few years ago it was constric­ 
tion of th* blood ve.« el* to the kid­ 
neys that was the basis of high 
blood pressure. Lots of kidneys 
were hitched into place or re­ 
moved by the surgeons and some 
anti-kidney poison extract was 
made up and given to a number of 
patients. Son ie favorable effect* 
were observed, but rn re or lea* 
that fervour has parsed on. and 
th* order of the day is now the 
carotid sinus reflex. 
It also undoubtedly has powerful 
influences. It is one of the threads 
of life. But life, like high blood 
pressure, is compounded of a good

Such patients often have to 
go on a m ost rigid diet, a diet that 
it would be impossible for them to 
obtain in the front lines. They 
often suffer great pain and are 
unfit for duty. 
But even a bad case of ulcers 
would not necessarily liar a man 
from being a ‘great athlete. For 
instance, there is Joe JDlmagglo, 
slugging star of the New York 
Yankees. Joe has had ulcers for 
years. He had them when the 
Army took him. He could play 
ball because he had to play only 
two or three hours In the after­ 
noon and could rest the remainder 
of the day if he felt like it. He 
could even lay off for a few days 
if he felt so inclined. But he could 
hardly lay off for a minute if he 
were in a front line trench. 
The same holds good for certain 
types of flat feet. Men so afflict­ 
ed m ight not be able to march 
for hours with a heavy pack on 
1 their back. But they m ight be able 
I to play a game of football or base­ 
ball. Many great athletes have 
suffered from bad feet but they 
could and did devote hours to ta k ­ 
ing care of their feet every day.

LOS ANGELES, Cal —O ur w ar 
w ith Japan is a braw l—no holds 
b a r r e d and no q uarter asked or 
given. 
Into th a t brawl we throw the 
world’s best fighting men and m a­ 
chines 
capable 
of 
overpowering 
any enemy. 
On some sides we hear it is the 
m achines rath e r than braw n and 
brains th a t will win. 
Suppose we exam ine the Pacific 
picture critically. 
Our w ar w ith Japan is the first 
great w ar of modern tim es be­ 
tween g reat naval powers. It has, 
therefore, posed problem s for our 
leaders of a peculiar nature. 
Your m ilitary and naval man 
prepares him self for the future by 
study of w ars of the past in order 
th a t he m ay learn the fundam en­ 
tals of m ilitary and naval opera­ 
tions and the underlying principles 
by which they are governed. 
He m ust, however, be a t all 
tim es alert to determ ine the sig­ 
nificance of the m aterials which 
science and industry of his day 
places a t his disposal. 
Since this is the first great w ar 
between g rea t naval powers, his­ 
tory provides no large volume of 
precedent for consideration. Our 


tole has been further complicated 
by the necessity for determ ining 
how the intricate machine of today 
may be m ost effectively applied to 
insure success, 
It may be w orth while to put 
forward a reason why this double 
problem of paucity and overplenty 
ha# been successfully met. 
In the m odern concept of war 
we have b e e n led to visualize 
struggles between the great m a­ 
chines of opposing forces. 
We close our eyes and think of 
the buzz-bomb, tank, rocket, su­ 
perfortress, am phibian tank, and 
even the low ly bulldozer as doing 
the greater p art In helping to over­ 
power the enemy. 
Mach I tx* Is Servant 
R appears, particularly in war, 
th a t the m achine overtops all, and 
th a t m an is its servant. This is 
misconception. Especially in war, 
the m achine is servant to man.

For 
success, stren g th la necessary in 
all ranks from private to general, 
and they lean upon each other. 
This ^Pacific w ar is also erne be­ 
tween nations of com pletely differ­ 
ent m entalities, ideals and religion. 
Too. it is of th a t difficult type 
known as am phibious w arfare. 
Perhaps in no kind of w arfare 
is the need of hum an strength 
more urgent than in the am phib­ 
ian phase. 
In addition, this urgency ie a t 
its height in the Pacific where we 
com bat an enemy saturated w ith 
brutality and steeped in fanatical 
disregard of hum an life, one who 
know's not hum an values as you 
and I understand them. We plan 
and we fight a w ar of exterm ina­ 
tion. Such a w ar has but a single 
re su lt The victor lives; the van­ 
quished diea 
The th eater In which we fight 
presents characteristics difficult to 
overcome. 
In addition to those presented in 
all areas of am phibious operations, 
nam ely clim ate, hydrographic, to­ 
pographic, terrain and weather, 
there is one factor which domi­ 
nates all others, th a t of distance. 
Thousands upon thousands of 
miles over which every man, every

piece of equipment, every ton of 
supplies m ust be transported, eith­ 
er to engage the enemy or to sup­ 
port forces already engaged. 
No ports w ith piers a t which to 
handle hundreds of thousands of 
tons of supplies are available at 
our newly w |p bases. Everything 
th a t we need we m ust carry with 
us. T h a t which we would use, we 
m ust first construct. 
The setting sun of Dec. 7. 1941, 
saw our nation ill prepared for the 
stupendous undertaking with which 
it w as confronted. 
Sea, air and 
land power was a t extrem ely low 
ebb. 
The fact th a t the Pacific was to 
be designated by the high com ­ 
m and as a s e c o n d a r y theater 
m eant th a t the prior claim upon 
m aterials, principally land and air, 
would be granted elsewhere. 
Because of these established pri­ 
orities, the Pacific was to operate 
for m any, m any m onths with in­ 
adequate quantities of badly need­ 
ed equipment. 
W hen the story of this w ar is 
w ritten, one of t h e conclusions I 


draw n perhaps will be th a t the 
Jap s’ desire for possession of m a­ 
terial resources may have blinded 
him to Hie fact th a t w ars are won 
by the defeat of the enemy. 
In any case, he rapidly drove to 
the south in a series of conquests 
until the B attle of the Coral Sea 
In May, 1942, and the B attle of 
Midway In the following m onths 
gave him some inkling of w hat 
the future held In the way for a 
stroke which our leaders were not 
slow In taking. 
When the Tide Turned 
E ight m onths, to the day, after 
Pearl H arbor, an American naval 
task force com prising aircraft car­ 
riers. battleships, cruisers, destroy­ 
ers and a division of M arines suc­ 
cessfully effected the seizure of the 
islands of Guadalcanal and Tulagi 
in the C entral Solomons. 
There commenced a b itter cam ­ 
paign which was to continue for 14 
months, over a year of toil in the 
jungle-covered fever-ridden islands 
of the South Pacific. 
Fighting on land and In the air 
was the order of each and every

day. Vicious night battles between 
opposing naval forces o c c u r r e d 
with increasing frequency. 
O ut of this cam paign we not 
only achieved success. We g a th ­ 
ered m any lessons. We learned th a t 
only by use of a balanced, highly 
integrated force, containing ele­ 
m ents of all arm s can an am phib­ 
ious w ar be successfully waged. 
We also learned th a t in m odern 
war, ships cannot safely operate 
w ithout support of aircraft; th a t 
aircraft In overwhelm ing num bers 
m ust be a t least partially land 
base !; and th a t land bases can 
only be secured by ground forces. 
No single e l e m e n t m ay w ith 
safely be om itted in w ar today. 
Having taken our enem y's m eas­ 
ure In the South Pacific, we were 
prepared to carry the w ar to him 
in g reat strides, strides th a t were 
necessary in order to move our in­ 
creasing power, sea, a ir and land, 
tow ard hostile areas of a critical 
nature. 
T araw a and Makin were ass H ilt­ 
ed and taken in November of last 
V f Of* 
K w ajalein and Eniw etok fell to 
us last February, bringing us up 
against the chain of islands th a t 
protect A sia's w aters, which ex­ 
tends like an arch from the Bonins, 
through the M arianas, Yap, Pal- 
aua and the Philippines. 
The decision was to destroy th a t 
arch by first rem oving the key­ 
stone, and in the m onths of June 
and July ju st passed, the islands 
of Saipan, Tinian and Guam were 
seized a fte r much bitter fighting. 
Two m onths later we were In 
possession of a substantial foot­ 
hold in the Palaus. Only recently, 
forces of the Southw est and Cen­ 
tral Pacific joined in a successful 
assault on the central Philippines. 
H ere we m ust draw the curtain. 
We draw th a t curtain w ith an 
abiding confidence. A confidence 
which finds its source in the reali­ 
zation th a t we have in the Pacific 
a well-balanced, highly integrated, 
sm ooth functioning w ar m achine— 
a m achine composed of ships, air­ 
craft, and weapons of all types 
m anned by men who t h r o u g h 
m onths of trial and hardship have 
Ic armed and learned well the ways 
of modern war. 
A few weeks ago we saw Ad­ 
m iral H alsey's Third Fleet w ork­ 
ing its will in Japan s own back 
yard. T hat was like a shadow cast 
by com ing events.
